DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Former New York City MTA Commissioner 
Peter Kalikow was seen boarding Hamptons 
Subway in Westhampton Beach on his way to 
Montauk, where he has a vacation home. Also 
riding the subway this Thursday was actress 
Julianne Moore, who recently hosted the 
Children’s Health Fund charity fundraiser at 
the home of Paul Metselaar in Water Mill. She 
got on at Water Mill heading west. Paul Simon, 
who founded this charity, was seen with his 
guitar on the subway heading east Thursday 
from Water Mill but they apparently never saw 
each another. 


NEW WARNING 

Many professional basketball stars rode the 
Hamptons Subway this summer, including 
Jason Kidd who has a house in Water Mill and 
Walt Frazier, formerly of the Knicks. As a result, 
Subway Commissioner Aspinall has announced 
that the announcement as trains enter or leave 
stations will be changed from “Watch out 
for the closing doors” to “Watch out for the 
closing doors and watch your heads” during the 
basketball season. 


WI-FI ON THE SUBWAY 
The Wi-Fi system on the subway that was 
supposed to be in operation last spring is finally 
up and running. The problem was a dead spot 
between Southampton and Hampton Bays, 
- which baffled the experts. Finally, last week it 
was found that a raccoon was eating through the 
underground modem wires there. The raccoon 
was gently captured on Tuesday with a net and 


sent off to the raccoon farm in Tuxedo, New 


York, where fine accommodations have been 
arranged. The raccoon was neither harmed 
nor frightened during the procedure but was 
instead soothed with the Beatles’ recording of 
“Rocky Raccoon” played over and over at low 
volume on a sound system. The operation, done 
in hurry-up mode, took just nine hours from 
subway tunnel to farm, during which time the 
raccoon was plied with high-protein bits and 
bottled water from New Zealand. Commissioner 
Aspinall says he was urged to turn on the 
Wi-Fi system even with the break, using signs 
on the platforms to alert users to the dropped 
call location but the Commissioner would have 
none of it. 


BRIGHTER BULBS IN LEAD SUBWAY CARS 

A firm headed up by Commissioner Aspinall’s 
brother Biff has sold the system new, more 
powerful headlight bulbs for all subway trains. 
It’s a safety matter. The trains can be seen 
coming from farther away, so subway goers will 


have more advance notice to remember to step 
back on the platform. The firm, Biff Aspinall 
Designs, BAD, also intends to introduce a high- 
beam, low-beam device that can be operated by 
all motormen to facilitate safe travel when one 
subway train is passing another in the opposite 
direction. That device should be ready for use 
in March 2015.

Aaron, as everybody calls him, will turn 41 on 
Thursday. An important part of our subway 
maintenance team for the past four years, 
Aaron was a member of the New York Rockets 
national badminton team until the badminton 
league, sadly, was disbanded due to poor 
attendance.

SPORTS CARS FOUL LOCAL STREETS 

With the passing of summer and the exodus 
of the summer renters, police are reporting a 
spike in the number of expensive sports cars 
that are being carelessly discarded on local 
streets. “It happens every year,” says police 
spokesman Larry Frisch. “Come the end of the 
summer, that Maserati that seemed like a great 
idea in July starts to feel like a burden. Where 
are you going to park it in the city?” Police have 
found numerous Porsches, Ferraris, Jaguars 
and Lamborghinis carelessly abandoned on 
quiet side streets, keys in the ignition, engines 
still running. As has been the case in previous 
years, attempts to identify the owners of these 
vehicles have usually proven fruitless, as the 
license plates have been removed and the VINs 
scratched off. “It’s a huge nuisance for our 
officers,” explains Frisch, who says that the 
local police have accumulated a stockpile of 
high-end automobiles, most of which have only 
a few thousand miles on their odometers. Police 
are currently welcoming suggestions from the 
public for what to do about this problem. 


PROTESTS OVER DEER MANAGEMENT PLAN 

Police were called in to manage crowds this 
past weekend as a massive protest erupted 
over a new proposal for managing local deer 
populations. The proposal calls for a multi- 
year effort to reduce the number of deer in the 
area by providing family planning services to 
the female deer. From the proposal: “Young 
does who come to our new facilities will be 
offered very effective birth control in the form 
of spaying. This has been found to be a very 
effective way to prevent deer pregnancies and 
births.” The funds to pay for these measures are 
coming from multiple sources, including public 
funds. Irate protestors staged demonstrations 
starting Saturday morning, protesting the use of 
taxpayer funds to provide free medical services 
to “unproductive members of the community.” 
One demonstrator with a megaphone made 
a speech denouncing the proposed program, 
which he called “Socialized O-Bambi-Care,” and 
was arrested for making terrible jokes.

Old Man McGumbus, Shelter Island’s 104-year- 
old WWII veteran and dried meat magnate, 
was arrested on Monday for littering offenses 
related to his feud with Sir Paul McCartney. 
McCartney, the former Beatle, Amagansett 
resident and longtime vegetarian, had recently 
called upon his fans to observe “Meatless 
Mondays.” This infuriated McGumbus, who has 
long been promoting “All Meat Mondays” at his 
chain of discount jerky parlors. McGumbus is 
charged with dropping anti-McCartney leaflets 
across Amagansett from his Sopwith Bi-Plane. 
McCartney had no comment at press time. ga

he New York Islanders hockey team, the 


only major-league professional sports team 
on Long Island, is being sold and will move to . 


_play at the Barclays Center in Brooklyn. 

The seller is billionaire Charles Wang, who has 
owned the Islanders for 14 years. A decade ago, 
he proposed to build a $3.47 billion complex 
around the Nassau Coliseum in Hempstead 
that would include have included a skyscraper 
more than 60 stories tall. In 2011, when Nassau 
County said they couldn’t afford to pay for 
this, Wang gave up and said he would move 
the team to play from the 2015-16 season on, 
in Brooklyn. He now is also selling the team, 
cashing out for an unknown amount, which will 
surely be hundreds of millions of dollars. 

The buyers are Jon Ledecky, who once owned 
the Washington Capitals hockey team, and a 
London based investor Scott Malkin. The two 
were roommates at Harvard years ago and are 
longtime friends. 

The Islanders have a very storied history. 
They won the Stanley Cup four times in the 
1980s, and that team is considered the best 
ever by many people. They have not won the 
Stanley Cup since.

Island now joins with New Jersey in having lost 
a professional sports team to Brooklyn. New 
Jersey was home to the Nets, now renamed 
the Brooklyn Nets because they play at the 
Barclays Center. 

There are differences, though. New Jersey 
continues to host the New York Jets football 
team in the Meadowlands, although the Jets are 
considered a New York City team just playing 
there. And New Jersey does have the raggedy 
New Jersey Devils. 

Long Islanders, though, if you think about 
it, may not be losing their only professional 
sports team at all. It seems likely the team will 
continue to be called “The Islanders.” And, 
geographically speaking, Brooklyn is on Long 
Island. Just because there is a dotted line that 
separates Brooklyn from the rest of the island 
doesn’t change that.

ho Runs the Show? 


It Is Not the Village Mayors or the Town Supervisors in Many Cases Here

ho runs the show in the Hamptons? In 

the normal scheme of things, you would 
expect it would be the supervisors in the towns 
and the mayors in the villages. 

In recent years, however, there have 
been a whole lot of situations where, when 
push comes to shove, it turns out to be the 
man in charge of fixing the potholes, the 
Highway Superintendent. 

“Our hands are tied,” says a mayor. 

| know highways are important. But giving 
the superintendents the power to decide on 
important things is new to me. Do we ELECT the 
superintendents? Turns out we do. 

Two years ago, for example, | got a call 
here at the paper from an upset citizen of 
Hampton Bays. Where were the garbage cans 
downtown? They had been taken away for fear 
they might be blown around in an impending 
hurricane. But then here it was a few months 
later and they had not been put back. Please 
look into this. 

Idid. Turns out that this was not negligence. The 


Southampton Town Highway Superintendent 
had decided not to put them back. He was 
sick of removing them and putting them back. 
The Town did not have jurisdiction on a state 
highway, which is what Montauk Highway is 
in downtown Hampton Bays. He had ordered 
a garbage can boycott. The cans would stay 
away until the State Highway Department put 
them back. 

_ I called the Town Supervisor. “This is the 
Superintendent of Highways’ decision,” he said. 

After a while, however, with his point made 
and no move by the State Highway Department 
to do anything, Alex Gregor quietly did put the 
garbage cans back. 

In East Hampton in 2010, the Town workers 
union was advised by some Highway Department 
employees. that Highway Department 
Superintendent Scott King was allegedly 
verbally abusing workers on the job. One also 
alleged physical violence. In 2011, two workers 
complained of racial discrimination (charges 
were settled that fall). There were also letters 
to the editor about the temper and short fuse 
of the Highway Superintendent (other letters 


supported Kimg). King stated he believed much 
of this was instigated by political agendas. 

Had this been the head of any other town 
department, he might have been fired. But no. 
After an investigation into the initial allegations, 
according to The East Hampton Star, King had 
to attend anger-management classes, but the 
Town Supervisor did nothing more. “He’s an 
elected official,” the Supervisor said, referring 
to the Superintendent. “There’s an election 
coming up.” 

Often at election time, small signs appear 
by the side of the road promoting one local 
candidate or another. When signs went up 
for the sitting Town Highway Superintendent, 
though, persons unknown quickly removed 
them in the night. Speculation was that some 
town employees were doing this. In any case, 
King lost the election. 

As residents of East Hampton know, in 
both the town and village, enormous 60-foot 
telephone poles have gone up on narrow 
residential streets. They are a horrendous 
sight, but apparently our power company, 
PSEG, thinks (Continued on page 22) 
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Earth Losing Weight: Other Planets Getting Jealous?

] n eighth grade, my science teacher told the 
class about atoms. They consist of electrons 
revolving around protons and neutrons mashed 
together as a nucleus. I was very excited to learn 
this. The reason was that in grammar school we 
had taken a trip to the planetarium, and there 
I saw all the planets revolving around the sun. 
There was a similarity that was unmistakable. 
And there, in eighth grade, I thought I had now 
stumbled upon a parallel that perhaps nobody 
had noticed before. We are people on the earth 


revolving around the sun who assume we are. 


the only people in the universe. Maybe there 
are little tiny people on the electrons revolving 
around the nucleus who believe they are the 
only people in the universe. Wow! Wait until the 
world hears about this! 

I was not, as an eighth grader, able to find 
a way to bring this wonderful news to the 
rest of the world. And by the time I was in 
the ninth grade I had found out, much to my 
disappointment, that others had already put 
forth this theory in scientific magazines. I also 
learned that the solar system revolves around 
inside the Milky Way. There was also something 
called a Big Bang. Oh, well. 

I mention this because I recently learned, 
through an article in The New York Times, that 
the earth, traveling around the sun, is getting 
lighter and lighter. It is not that the exertion 
of running around the sun has resulted in the 


pounds melting off. It is also not because we are 
sending off rocket ships into outer space as we 
are now doing, although that makes a miniscule 
difference in the earth’s weight. The real issue 
is that Earth is emitting gas—hydrogen and 
helium.

they are for the heavy 
new wires. 

Turns out that in both the Village and the 
Town, it was up to the highway superintendent 
to sign off on this project. | spoke to Becky 
Molinaro, the Village Administrator who speaks 
for the Mayor. 

“The head of the highway department is who 
gives the go-ahead,” she said. 

In the Town, Supervisor Cantwell told 
me that independent of the Town, Highway 
Superintendent Stephen Lynch is who signed 
off on a permit “to break ground” to put these 
poles in. 

You can say what you want about the 
sluggishness and inefficiencies of the endless 


hearings and public meetings that precede 


necessary 


a decision by mayors and supervisors. But 
sometimes highway superintendents go off half- 
cocked. For example, consider the situation 
with the historic Sagg Bridge that runs across 
Sagg Pond. The bridge is narrow and anybody 
crossing it in a car has to drive really slow. 
There is a sidewalk on the bridge, too. Locals 
fish from that sidewalk. Last winter, Highway 
Superintendent Gregor decided that this old 
bridge needed to undergo massive repairs. 
Without input from the town, he had a new 
bridge designed with wider lanes, without a 
sidewalk (too bad, fishermen), and planned 
to have it built to federal requirements so 
that federal funding would pay for much of 
the replacement. The Feds provide almost all 
the funding when a bridge is made to state 


requirements, safe and strong enough for 
maximum loads that could include military 
vehicles such as tanks to cross it safely, in case 
of insurrection or invasion. 

Protests were widespread about this. This 
bridge is as historic and rural as any covered 
bridge in New England, which certainly do not 
meet these state standards. Last month, Gregor 
threw in the towel. The bridge would not be 
replaced. And he wouldn’t be the one to fix it. 
He has recommended the Town sell it, or give 
it, to the Village of Sagaponack, which wants to 
just fix it as is, and likely will. 

Finally, Highway Superintendent Gregor 
has become part of a controversy involving 
the naming of a road. Two years ago, Sister . 
Jacqueline Walsh, walking along the side of 
Rose Hill Road in Water Mill, was the victim of a 
hit-and-run and killed. Witnesses had gotten the 
license plate of the hit-and-run vehicle, which 
turned out.to be an SUV owned by a Water 
Mill resident. One of his employees, a young 
man from Guatemala, was driving the truck 
that day, and it was found by the side of the 
road further on. The young man has not been 
found. He apparently fled the country, perhaps 
back to Guatemala. 

Last year, a sign reading “Sister Jackie’s Way” 
was put up above the regular sign naming that 
road. In the past, not only here but all around 
the country, signs have been put up to re-name 
a section of roadway after some beloved citizen. 
School Street in Bridgehampton, for example, 
is also named George Stavropoulos Way in 
memory of the late Candy Kitchen owner. 

But that is something normally requested 
of the town or village and then voted upon by 
the board. For Sister Jackie’s Way, it turns out, 
the sign in her honor was paid for and put up 
by the Town Highway Superintendent without 
consulting anybody else. 

How he could do that is sort of a stretch from 
another part of the job he does. For example, 
if a private citizen puts up a street name, the 
Highway Department might see it and have it 
taken down. The Superintendent does make 
that judgment. 

Years ago, for example, I assigned a name to 
an unnamed dirt road on a map | was drawing 
to be printed up and distributed in this area. 
I felt dirt roads were fair game and | liked it 
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as “Werewolf Path.” For 30 years, that was its 
name. A street sign was up on it. It was listed on 
other maps. But then, recently, after I proudly 
wrote an article about what I had done, it was 
taken down by the Highway Department. The 
reason, according to the Highway Department 
(I asked), was because my designation of it in 
1967 was old, but not old and historic enough. 
It is now called Old Sag Harbor Road. So be it. 

Sister Jackie, however, was not from these 
parts and was just walking by the side of 
the road headed to where she was staying 
at a religious retreat. A homeowner’s survey 
from the Town Supervisor’s office found that 
residents preferred not to be reminded of 
the tragedy and didn’t want the sign. It was 
taken down by the Parks Department after a 
Town Board request, but then the Highway 
Superintendent put it back up. After defending 
what he did, he did take it back down. Now 
there is a petition out signed by some local 
citizens to have it put back up.

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Iconic Photographer Susan Wood Shows in East Hampton

n calling her exhibit of movie stills from the 

1960s “Close Up,” internationally acclaimed 
photographer and journalist Susan Wood, a hip 
pro in her mature years, wryly plays on viewer 
expectations. The photos, which will be on 
exhibit at East Hampton’s Mulford Farm Museum 
in conjunction with the Hamptons International 
Film Festival (HIFF), are decidedly not portrait 
“close-ups” but intimate, unrehearsed shots 
of movie stars and directors caught in relaxed 
moments—among them Peter Fonda, Dennis 
Hopper, Monica Vitti, Marcello Mastroianni, 
Billy Wilder, Joseph Losey, Terence Stamp, 
John Wayne and Billie Whitelaw. Wood went 
after the insider shot, creating the impression 
that the viewer is seeing the stars behind 
the scenes. 

As “Close Up” curator Deidre Brennan—herself 
a noted photojournalist and documentary 
photographer—suggests, Wood’s 30 iconic 
images are ideally suited to a film festival 
because they come with context. A celebrity 
has been captured against a backdrop, giving 
the viewer a feeling of being on the set, of 
waiting for a scene to be enacted. Some images 
were shot from above rather than head-on, 
as though Wood had. been the director of the 
scene, which, of course, she was. The shots 
prompt speculation—what’s the backstory? 

The irony of the photographs is that while 
they capture moments, they imply, with their 
unusual compositions, odd juxtapositions of 
people and objects and narrative implications 
more than moments. There’s Fonda in Easy 
Rider, a cigarette dangling from his mouth, a 
bit spaced, looking toward the photographer. 
Others in the shot are indifferent to or ignoring 
him, absorbed in their own thoughts. Here, and 
elsewhere, a group is not really a group. 

Wood nails a central feature of the ’60s—that 
major egoistic players were aware of their 
personae, many of:them slightly uneasy riders 
on the alternative culture wave of the time. 
She laughs as she recalls Marcello Mastroianni, 
cavorting in an orgy scene and inviting her to 
jump into the pool (she was shooting from a 
level upstairs, intent on showing how a moment 
of wild abandon could also generate a sense 
of.melancholy or decadence). She got Monica 
Vitti to relax, not easy, and then in the shots 
caught the actress’s disquiet or vulnerability. 
The more you look at a Wood photo, the more 
it takes on ambiguity. 

The distinctive features of Wood’s 
photography are hardly surprising, given 
her extensive experience as a _ contract 
photographer to Paramount Pictures, United 
Arts and 20th Century Fox. Wood has also 
enjoyed decades as a regular contributor of 
art and articles to some of the world’s most 
prominent periodicals, among them Vogue, 
The New York Times, Harper’s Bazaar, Look, 
Life, People and New York. She made it into 
Sports Illustrated, with unusual shots of 
fans as well as players, and that led to 
more assignments. 

A child of parents who fostered her love of 
art, a graduate of the High School of Music and 
Art, Wood attended Sarah Lawrence and the 
Yale School of Art (a pioneering feminist, she 
was named one of Mademoiselle’s 10 Women of 


the Year in 1961). Many of her pictures wound 
up being “double truck”—extended over two 
pages, and her reputation took off. She never 
did puff pieces, and she remains proud of her 
film work even if the movie turned out to be 
“a dog.” 

Wood is also proud of intuiting necessity as 
the mother of invention. Working for British 
Vogue she quickly saw how strobe lights would 
enhance images shot in a country with relatively 
little light. She was also one of the first people 
to work in color, experimenting with blurry 
effects. And, of course, she is delighted that 
she was able to make a living as a professional 
photographer at a time when few women were 
in the field. gu

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I’m seeing is history happening 
right before my eyes. The older 
you get, the more you can reflect 
and see what’s happening. That 
house on the cover is called the 
Jankoski Bay House. It was on 
Ned’s Creek in Merrick, very 
low to the marsh, and it was 
destroyed in Hurricane Sandy. 
There are really only a handful of 
these houses left. They were built 
around the turn of the century 
and, being where they are on the 
marshes, not connected to any 
roads, they weren’t really ever 
changed. Now I’m starting to see 
places, like the town of Hempstead and | think 
also in Southampton, they’re doing something 
to preserve them. They play a large part in the 
maritime history of Long Island. 


It’s almost hard to think of Sandy being just: 
two years ago. 

I stayed here during Hurricane Sandy, in my 
house, on the water in Baldwin. The winds were 
crazy. Right at the end of my street you look out 
onto the open bay. Splashing on the bulkheads, 
the water surrounded but was within 7 inches 
from the top. Couches were floating. A 40-footer 
ended up in my neighbor’s backyard. 


Have you ever been one of those historic bay 
houses? 

Yeah, I’ve been inside some of them. They’re 
old and rustic, and they have hatches on the 
floor. I was inside one of them and saw a cutout 
with a round hole, a 2-by-2 foot hatch, with a 
round hole to lift it. At high tide, they blow up 
and the house fills with water—this way the 
house won’t lift up and float away like a boat. 

I’m looking at the bay houses as a reflection 
of the environment due to rising sea levels. One 
day we’re going to get another storm and it 
might happen that they all get wiped out. 

I’m noticing, though, that some museums out 
here are starting to focus on the environmental 
changes of our bays. 


Right, like some of the projects and nature 
walks being held at the Parrish Art Museum. 

Yes, them and also a non-profit called Long 
Island Traditions. This summer I was invited to 
be on the Board of Directors for them. My first 
meeting with them will be this October. They 
just received a major grant to put together 
an exhibition called “Changing Landscapes 
Exhibit’—which will explore how landscapes 
change after natural disasters. For years, just 
being out on the boat all the time, you see the 
changes. You get to know it. You get to know 
what’s happening. 


Any new projects you’re working on? 

Right now, I’m just getting through the busy | 
summer season, and things are beginning to 
settle. When things settle down, my creative 
juices start flowing. | never know what’s going 
to come.

Roberta Flack to Play Westhampton Beach PAC

tty, ophisticated soul icon Roberta Flack is coming 
to the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts 
Center October 12. The evening promises to be 
filled with gorgeous singing from Flack and from her 
talented group of background singers, accompanied 
by an incredible band. 

It will be far from Flack’s first time in the Hamptons, 
she notes. “I have so many friends who have homes 
there, so I’ve been there many times.” Flack has also 
. performed out here, including at a benefit for the 
Ross School a few years back, and she is eager to 
take the WHBPAC stage. 

Flack’s trademark smooth style—which combines 
R&B with jazz, pop, soul and even folk—made her 
a part of the new generation of soul singers that 
emerged in the early ’70s. While earlier soul acts 
tended to emphasize dancing and good times, often 
in a musical language borrowed from black gospel, 
these new performers explored a broader range of 
themes and emotions with a more varied musical 
palette. Flack’s sensuous voice, inflected more by 
jazz then by gospel, was perfectly suited to this new 
soul sound. Her first smash hit was the soft-spoken, 
contemplative ballad “The First Time Ever I Saw Your 
Face.” Featured in Clint Eastwood’s 1971 film Play 
Misty for Me, the song spent six weeks at number one, 
was the number one single of 1972, and won Flack a 
Grammy for Record of the Year. 

- Then, of course, came Flack’s recording of “Killing 
Me Softly with His Song”—one of the most successful 


singles of the 20th century. Released 
in 1973, the song spent a total of five 
weeks at number 1 and won Flack a 
second Grammy for Record of the 
Year. 

Nowadays, in a twist of fate, “Killing 
Me Softly” is also closely associated 
with Lauryn Hill and the Fugees, who 
released a hit hip-hop cover of it in 
1996. “The Fugees kicked the song 
into the 21st century,” explains Flack. 
This poses a certain challenge for her 
as a performer, as younger members 
of her audience might be expecting a 
heavy dance tune and be surprised to 
hear Flack’s smooth, supple version. 
But she hasn’t switched to doing the 
Fugees’ version. 

“I have made a few changes since 
I first recorded it, many moons ago,” 
Flack laughs. Rather than a thudding 
dance beat, however, Flack instead uses her strong 
musical training—she graduated from Howard 
University’s School of Music and studied to be an 
opera singer—to take the song in an even more 
sensual direction, inspired by Brazilian drumming. 
It’s entrancing. 

Flack’s most recent CD is a set of covers of Beatles 
songs. It’s something that she was asked to do, but 
it was also a natural fit for her, as she knew John 
Lennon quite well—Flack was Lennon and Yoko 
Ono’s neighbor at the Dakota in New York City.

“This project touched my heart in 
so many ways,” Flack says. “John and 
Yoko lived next door to me for many 
years. We are (sic) good friends and 
besides sharing a common back door, 
we shared many experiences. Beatles 
songs—their songs are timeless and 
some of the best music of our time. 
Who wouldn’t explore that material 
now or at any point in time?” 

Naturally, she filters the Beatles 
songs through her own sensibility. 
“I tried to sing the songs from the 
point of view of my own life. I told 
their stories as I could understand 
and experience them. I sang them as

* oof this.” The result is a soulful set 
of some of the most iconic songs 
in pop history. And Flack’s audiences 
love it. According to Flack, “they have embraced 
these songs as | hoped they would. They join me in 
honoring the legacy of these great artists.” 
Of course, the audiences are also honoring the 
artistry of the great Roberta Flack.

66 1 like watching people’s faces when they come 
in and see the new café,” says Simon Jorna, the 
impossibly patient and persistent owner of the 
Westhampton Beach Bakery Café. The café was 
expanded and renovated in time for summer 2014 
and is open year-round. “I’ve been seeing a few 
confused looks and a lot of ‘wows,’” he noted. 
Originally from Holland but a local resident and 
the owner of the café in Westhampton Beach since 
1988, Jorna has finally seen his dream of an expanded 
European-type café realized with a full liquor license, 
more seating, a total renovation, a full service bakery 
and more. 
After years of permit delays, Jorna got the okay 
in 2012 from the town and went to work on gutting 


and redoing the café, combining three separate lots 
he owned to create a property of over 13,270 square 
feet. He finished the work after last season and just 
before the worst winter in decades. After spending 
over $2 million, he has completely remodeled the 
place with a new stone entrance and a layout that 
now goes all the way to the back of the building. He 
redid the parking lot in the back to add more spaces 
and added new landscaping. 

New ovens, a gelato machine and large new 
refrigeration units take up a back corner, filled to 
the brim with cakes and produce. There are new 
tables, padded booths, a coffee island, expanded 
counters with stools, high top tables, newspaper 
and magazine racks, fresh flowers, artwork, new 
bathrooms and outside benches for great people 
watching, even into the fall.

Chef Eric Williams 
mans the grill. 

Jorna worked with his kitchen team—now 
expanded to more than 35 employees—on creating 
anew menu. Already known for their full line bakery, 
the café whips up some unique items such as a three 
king pie (1/3 apple, 1/3 peach raspberry and 1/3 
blueberry); and a strawberry shortcake with fresh 
fruit and real whipped cream. They custom make 
wedding and multi-tiered cakes for any occasion, in 
any flavor combination. 

Then there is the deep-fried croissant filled 
with raspberry jam and sprinkled with sugar— 
think Cronut—which Jorna has been making since 
1986 when he was the manager of The Montauk 
Bake Shop. 

“I’ve been making these for decades,” he says with 
a smile, having studied at baking college in Holland. 
“I know they have been popularized by the place in 
New York City, but I found the secret is to fill them 
after you fry them then roll them in the cinnamon 
sugar, like a donut. We try and make as much as 
possible from scratch,” Jorna says. 

The Beach Bakery serves up fresh made bagels 
with lox, smashing blueberry pancakes and an 
outstanding breakfast huevos rancheros with hash 
browns made from local potatoes. Since May, the 
café has been certified kosher. 

Lunch and dinner items now include pizza, lasagna, 
salads and Mexican-inspired plates like quesadillas. 
But be sure to save room for dessert! 

A raised driveway and stairs leading up to a patio 
on the left of the building are all new, as is the 
expanded seating and an area for live music.

Montauk Fall Festival Returns Next Weekend

ctober in Montauk brings the annual fall 
festival, which will happen this year on 
Saturday, October 11 and Sunday, October 12 on 
the green in the center of town. This 33rd edition 
of the festive family fun event is presented by the 
Montauk Chamber of Commerce and will feature an 
antique fire truck parade, Grucci fireworks and the 
famous clam chowder contest. And, like last year, 
the Hampton Jitney will provide free transportation. 
“We have lots of great things in store for this year,” 
says Laraine Creegan, Executive Director of the 
Chamber. “I’ve learned not to mess with a good thing 
so we never really take anything out of the weekend, 
we keep all the things people have come to expect 
and love, and then add events they might enjoy as 
new favorites also. This year is the 75th Anniversary 
of the Montauk Fire Department, so we have gathered 
all the East End fire departments together, including 
Amagansett and Bridgehampton, and will have a 
big parade and display of antique fire trucks.” The 
parade will be held on Saturday, beginning at the 
IGA and running up Montauk Highway, ending at 
Lions Field. An antique fire truck display will begin 
at noon. “It will have many vintage and antique fire 
trucks from various eras of the fire departments and 
a display of some of them at the field,” says Creegan.

Judging is done by both a Peoples 
Choice Award and by local food personalities, with 
the winners announced around 3 p.m. on Saturday. 

“The contest will go on until the chowder runs 
out,” Creegan says. “As always there will be the two 
types of chowder—Manhattan and New England. 
What makes for a good chowder? I guess it starts 
with whether you like it spicy red or creamy white, 
and from there it depends on the depth of flavor. I 
know our merchants use the best local ingredients 
possible and that includes local clams, vegetables 
and herbs. There should be at least 25 restaurants 
competing this year.” 

Music will be rocking on Saturday from 2-5 p.m. 
with Gene Casey and the Lone Sharks. Saturday night 
features a free fireworks show over Umbrella Beach, 
beginning at 7 p.m. 

Both Saturday and Sunday will offer free carousel 
rides for the kids, the farmers market, along with 
crab races, inflatable rides for kids, pony rides, 
sidewalk chalk drawings, face painting, pumpkin 
decorating and more. 

For adults, there will be local wines and craft 
beers, as well as local seafood. Take a chance on 
the Cash Catch raffle, which has gone as high as

Judy Gold at Bay Street Theater Oct. I!

he children Judy Gold and her partner had 

using an anonymous sperm donor may have 
caused her to think about how her award-winning 
25 Questions for a Jewish Mother could have also 
included questions from a Jewish mother. As a now 
single, gay, Kosher-keeping mom, Gold has plenty 
of new material, but she is sticking with what has 
worked. Yes, she’s updated her eight-year-old show, 
and she does muse on whether she'll go to Israel some 
day to conduct interviews there, but “essentially it’s 
the same” as when it was first performed in 2006. The 
topic of Gold’s mother—whose motto could well be, 
as Gold puts it, “I came, I saw, I criticized”—remains 
at the center of the performance. The 70-minute 
monologue interweaves anecdotes about her mother 
and stories based on interviews she conducted over 
a five-year period with Jewish mothers across the 
country, many of them Orthodox. She doesn’t play 
on the Jewish Mother stereotype, though some 


members of the Jewish press have criticized her- 


on that ground. In fact, she says, she’s interviewed 
Jewish mothers who “knew nothing about Judaism,” 
just as she’s met Orthodox mothers, when she was 
on the road, who were “educated and complicated.” 
Her own mother, Ruth (Rivka), incidentally, has seen 
the show. Twice. 

Gold’s sons Henry, 18, and Ben, 13, have not seen 
her act (“it’s really not for kids”), but their birth and 
adoption, along with her being gay, have provided 
grist for the monologue: “A couple of weeks ago, I 


was with the baby, and this woman comes up to me 
and goes, ‘Oh my God. He is so cute. Who do you 


think he looks like?’ I’m like, ‘Your husband.’” The - 


show, written with her writing partner Kate Moira 
Ryan, is not all laughs. The monologue includes a 
selection of poignant tales, ranging over a number of 
themes and “the gamut of emotions.” These include 
an Orthodox woman whose son died of AIDS; a 
Chinese social worker who converted to Judaism; 
the absurdities of going around with an M.O.T. 
(member of the tribe) mentality (according to Gold, 
“Jewish people can look at people’s faces and tell if 
they’re Jewish. It’s a phenomenon that we have that 
we can’t explain.”); and analysis (“My therapist is so 
weird. I go in last week; she brings her daughter in 
to listen to my session. I’m like, ‘What’s this with the 
kid?’ ‘It’s career day.’”) 

Gold, who originally hails from Newark, New 
Jersey, was a music student at Rutgers before she 
got hooked on stand-up. 25 Questions, however, is 
not “enhanced stand-up” but a carefully structured 
performance that reflects Gold’s accomplishments 
as a stage, film and TV actress and comedienne, 
as well as a GLBT advocate. She’s delighted that 
audiences react in different ways but find truth in 
her depictions. One man, married to an Orthodox 
woman, told her he hadn't fully recognized his wife... 
until the monologue. 

To paraphrase the old Levy’s rye bread commercial, 
“you don’t have to be Jewish” to love Gold’s show. 
Gold notes that many people come back with their 
mothers and that some kids come to be validated

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“A Moveable Famine” Explores the Life Poetic

BY THE 


A Moveable Famine (The 
Permanent Press) by John 
Skoyles is a finely observed 
and sometimes uproarious 
“autobiographical novel” 
about writers that captures, 
without moral judgment or 
sentimentality, the manic 
force behind many ambitious 
writers and wannabes in the 
latter half of 20th-century 
America. 

If the story in part pays homage to Hemingway’s 
A Moveable Feast—a memoir of the wild, expat Lost 
Generation artists and writers Hemingway hung out 
with in Paris in the ’20s—Skoyles provides a cool 


look at a generation that was not “lost” but driven, 
fueled by a passion for poetry (and also alcohol 
and serial fornication). Skoyles’ subject is writers 
he met half a century after Hemingway’s novel was 
published, at the lowa Writers’ Workshop, the Fine 
Arts Work Center in Provincetown; and Yaddo, the 
artists’ colony in Saratoga Springs. 

Thanks to Skoyles’ sharp eye and ear, as well as 
his ability to see himself on occasion as a poseur 
or an “idiot,” A Moveable Famine makes for an 
authentic, entertaining and telling account of the 
pursuit of the creative life—the camaraderie and the 
competition. The subject matter could not be more 
timely or relevant for the East End, where writing 
groups, literary conferences, essay contests and 
MFA programs are constantly expanding. 

Skoyles, who teaches at Emerson College in 
Boston and is the poetry editor of Ploughshares, the

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college’s literary magazine, takes on both mentors 
and students. 

Many stars from the heady days are invoked 
with their own names—Raymond Carver, Robert 
Creeley, Gregory Corso, Allen Ginsberg, John 
Cheever (64, ruddy, grim, frail, thin, “who exuded a 
strong fragrance” as though he had been “slapped 
with cologne”). Most prominent is Stanley Kunitz 
(d. 2006), a two-time Poetry Laureate Consultant to 
the Library of Congress and a respected, straight- 
taking professional. Other figures are composites or 
real characters given made-up names, such as lowa 
Workshop guru “Mitch Lawson.” Critical and feared, 
Lawson appears as a man “who loved so little that 
I hated to see him lose the one thing [an ugly dog] 
that seemed to fill his trim, well-metered world with 
a cockeyed delight.” 

Skoyles, 65, a working-class parochial-school 
kid from Queens, was as committed to poetry as 
his student peers, but (to judge from A Moveable 
Famine) more sober-minded, in more senses than 
one. The book’s opening line is also its theme: 
“We were hell-bent to become poets, and all poets 
stood in our way.” Skoyles remembers a lot—lines, 
conversations, situations—from workshop days to 
barroom and bedroom encounters. One participant 
offers a poem with the note that it’s “a tiny thing of 
six lines,” each describing the leg of a spider. But 
“spiders have eight legs,” it’s pointed out, to which 
the author replies, “Then I'll add a couple of lines.” 

Students strain to dress and sound like 
personalities, such as Elliot Darmody, “wearing a 
duster coat that reached the floor,” who recently 
had his name changed to “Post-Elliot.” Through it all, 
Skoyles offers his own trenchant prose: “We drank 
and smoked and f***ed as much as we could while 
bemoaning our middle-class upbringing and the 
wasted lives of everyone who did not see the world 
through the lens of poetry, a lens cloudy...which we 
called suffering.” 

An oddity—each chapter begins with prose 
summary phrases, as though, like Milton’s epic, 
Paradise Lost, A Moveable Famine needs a clarifying 
argument. A Moveable Famine may prove a bit 
much for those who skirted writing workshops or 
English departments, but as a cultural document, the 
memoir presents a reliable and engaging account of a 
time when poetry mattered. 

On the day I write this last sentence, the Style 
section of The New York Times has a front-page 
headline on popular apps and career choices:

Burgers, Wings and Mac ‘n’ Cheese—Boom!

ocated on Montauk Highway in an unassuming 

building, Boom Burger perfectly encapsulates 
the true definition of a neighborhood burger joint. 
The menu features a number of burger options 
sure to please even the most discerning of burger 
enthusiasts, as well as Atomic Wings, fresh-cut 
salads, multiple side items and milkshakes. 

The interior is decorated 1950s-style, with a 
checkered floor, booths and high top tables. A 
decidedly 21st-century feature, however, is the large 
flatscreen TV that was turned to ESPN’s SportsCenter 
when we visited. With the most classic of game- 
watching foods on offer, Boom Burger makes for a 
very solid game-viewing party option. 

The large chalkboard menu greets customers as 
they enter, highlighting the wide variety of burger 
options. Will it be a single, double or triple patty? 
Cheese or no? Choose your toppings, which range 
from the classic tomato/onion/pickle/lettuce variety 
to the fancier grilled mushrooms and onions. Then, 
there are the intriguing options—like crispy onions 
and cream cheese, the super fancy—think: truffle 
oil—and the “I didn’t know that could be put on a 


-burger”—mac ’n’ cheese. 


For those who feel overwhelmed by the eclectic 
toppings, Boom Burger has a menu of Beyond 
Burgers—a list of 15 burger combos that have 
been tested and approved. I went with the Avocado 


Crunch, a double feta cheeseburger with lettuce, 


tomato, avocado, mayo and fresh tortilla chips. 


My burger arrived looking picture-perfect, two 
thin patties sandwiched between a potato bun, with 
tortilla chips protruding out. The chips, which were 
freshly. fried and served warm between the patty 
and the bun, added an amazing salty crunch to the 
burger, pairing well with the large avocado slices. 

Luckily, the burger was served with a side of 
tortilla chips and salsa, allowing me to indulge even 
further after I had finished the main meal. Another 
indulgent side I tried was the fried pickle spears. The 
presentation was not at all soggy, giving the breaded 
pickles a nice crunch. I pregamed my burger with a 
coffee milkshake, which was light and creamy and 
topped with real whipped cream. 

In addition to burgers, Boom Burger is famous for 
its Atomic Wings, served on the bone or boneless, 
with flavors as benign as “mild” and as intense as 
“suicidal.” The wings also come in flavors like garlic 
Parmesan, Thai chili and honey mustard. Mixing 
flavors is encouraged. 

Our Buffalonian, Dan’s Papers Senior Editor Stacy 
Dermont, enjoyed the mild wings, which she found 
genuinely mild and largely true to the Buffalo wing 
tradition. Boom Burger’s sauce is a bit thicker/less 
messy than the original—kudos for that! The wings 
are traditionally greasy with a crispy touch. But the 
bleu cheese dressing saddened Stacy. It was not 
chunky and did not offer that fresh, housemade tang 
that purists crave. Not that she didn’t stuff her face. 

Even at her advanced age, Stacy reveled in sucking 
down an entire peanut butter shake, which she found 
“very smooth and tasty,” and completed her meal

with a “healthy dessert” of Cobb salad. She found it 
“very fresh” and the pieces of Romaine, hard-boiled 
egg, cherry tomatoes and avocado nicely chopped— 
not too big. The bacon and crumbled bleu cheese 
bits were nicely dispersed throughout. 

Fellow editor Lee Meyer, who fancies himself a 
burger snob, was in his element as he ordered a burger 
with American cheese topped with mac’n’cheese. We 
were concerned that Lee would hit cheese overload, 
but he happily devoured the crunchy, messy burger. 

For dessert, we sampled fried Oreos. They melted 
into the batter, becoming a soft, gooey concoction 
enhanced by chocolate syrup and powdered sugar. £8.
